From the Freeman's Journal, 


The Siege of Flushing. 


The following interesting letter from an 
officer at Lord Chatham’s rters, 
Siving a melancholy relation of the suffer- 
ings of the innocent and unoffending in« 
habitants of Flushing, during the bom- 
bardment and conflagration of that city, is 


copied from the London Courier of the 
29th August. 


The Expedition. 
“ Head-quarters, Ter-Goes, South Beveland, 
Aug. 25. 

“ Since the surrender of Flushing, no- 
thing has occurred in these islands of 
sufficient interest or importance to merit 
a special cammunication. This real or 
apparent interruption of active operations 
has given tise to a variety of conjectures, 
and much regret. The reduction of Flush- 
ing by means of regular approaches and 
bombardment,had already consumed much 
precious time ; and those who consider 
celerity as the great element of military 
success were naturally anxious to see the 
investing force transferred from before the 
surrendered fortress to@ scene of active 
serviec. Whilst this feeling universally 
pervaded the army, and the inhabitants 
who wished its operations to be crowned 
with success, it was a source of much dis- 
appointment to learn, that a delay of twen- 
ty-four hours after the time stipulated for 
the evacuation of the fortress by the pris- 
oners of war, was to take place. This de- 
lay, though by some represented as grant- 
ed upon the request of the French come 
mandant, was by others, and these not the 
worst informed upon suci subjects, attrib- 
uted to an inadvertent mistake on the part 
of one of the English commissioners for 
negociating of capitulation. — 
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on both sides. When the whole process 
had, after some time and discussion, been 
completed, it was not thought necessary 
to preserve both the interlined rough dratt 
and the executed document; and conse- 
quently, one was destroyed ; but it was 
not tid the commissioners reached head- 
quarters, that it was discovered that it was 
the unexecuted rough draft only that wes 
preserved. Without an authentic instrn- 
nent, the terms of the capitulation could 
not be acted upon; and hence arose the 
delay of 24 hours in the final execution of 
them, according to the representations of 
persons professing to be well informed up- 
on the subject. No blame is perhaps at- 
tributable for the mistake, if even this 
statement becorrect ; but, unquestionably, 
the loss of a single day, when so much de- 
pended upon expedition, is a ground of 
much regret. Some little jealousy, too, 
hos been stated to have existed between 
two of the highest officers in the command 
of the army, respecting the appointmeat 
of commissioners ; one considering it as 
his right. by virtue of his having arranged 
and directed all the operations of the siege 5 
whilst the other exercised the right of ac- 
tual appointment, in virtue of his authori- 
ty as commanderin chief. This has been 
“rumored in the military circles; but it is 
due to both these officers, to State, that the 
most perfect harmony and cordiality seem 
uniformly to have stthsisted betwixt them 
throughcut all the operations of the cam- 
paign. 

‘© The situation of the town of Flushing, 
when put into the possession of the Brit- 
ish army, and British subjects were ad- 
mitted to see it, was deplorably frightful. 
Scarcely a house had escaped damage, 
and nearly two-thirds of the whole were 
in a state of smoaking ruins; or thoug! 
still standing, much shattered, and totter- 
ing to the foundation. The dead bodies 
had, however, been removed, and consign- 
ed precipitately to their graves. Great 
numbers of the inhabitants suffered, per- 
haps not less in the whole than 500 ; and 
those who escaped, were chiefly indebted 
for safety to the shelter of their cellars, 
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or where. they had none, to the humanity 
of their neighbors who had. In one case, 
that of an Euglish family long resident in 
the town, the extensive vaults under their 
house were thrown open to the inhabitants, 
without distinction of age or sex, uf coun- 
try or religion ; and itis grati‘ying to add, 
that of above 300 persons who took ref- 
uge there, not one suffered injury, though 
the house had been repeatedly perforated 
with cannon-balls, rockets, and bombs. 

W oilst the town and its unfortuoate in- 
habstanis were thus exposed to the de- 
structive effects of the bombardment, more 
terrible than any upon record, the merc 
less commendant took possess on of the 
vaults under the Stadihowsc, where he con 
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tinned feasting, and unuffected by the hoy 
of4and lamentations that snrrounded him 
on all sides, until the great pile beeanre it- 
self a victim to the Paimes and threatened 
ty bury the couse of its + struction under 
the mass of itsruins. When driven from 
this hiding hole, he is represented by some 
of bis own officers, as having passed from 
one vault to another, until he reached that 
under his own houses where he was, whep 
the inevitable destruction, to which he had 
never before been exposed, compelled him 
to unconditional surrender. He is justly 
an object of execration in the town, which 
he has successively pillaged, oppressed, 
and laid in ashes ; whilst the second in 
command, a brave and generous soldier, 
who fearlessly shared the dangers of the 
Lombardment with his comrades and the 
inhabitants, is the object of their common 
respect and esteem, 

« The offensive stench which proceed- 
ed from the half smothered flames, on 
the first entrance of the British, added 
considerably to the affitcting impression 
produced by the sight of so much havoc 
and human misery. But the desolation is 
not confined to the town or the present 
season. The desperate measure of open- 
ing the sluices, resorted to by the French 
general, has laid a considerable portion of 
the island under water, and caused an ex- 
tent of mischief, which it will be the work 
at least of three years to repair. Had the 


inundation taken place same montheo noon- 
er. it would nut have been attended with 


the same serious consequences; but at 
this season, when the power of evapora- 
tion is so small, and the quantity of autum- 
nal rains so considerable, the mischiefs 
must be greatly aggravated before the in- 
terposition of a dry summer can arrest Its 
progress. The inundation was widely 
spreading throughout the British lines : 
and if the sluices had continued open for- 
ty-eight hours longer, it would have been 
impossible to have prosecuted the opera- 
tions of the siege. The bombardment 
took place at the critical moment ; and 
the unparalleled gallantry with which the 
battery was carried that commanded the 
sluices, put an eral to the danger, and en- 
sured the conquest of the town. It is an 
opinion prevalent here, that the town might 
have been carried by assault on the first 
night. The French prisoners admit their 
panic to have been so great when driven 
into the town, that they found it impossi- 
ble to muster a single company, stil! less 
a regiment ; andif any compassion be ex- 
pressed for the situation of the town, before 
ah inhabitant, it uniformly produces this 
observation : “ Whose fault is it, that the 
town has suffere@ so much? Why did 
not your army come in at once, and then 
you would have teken possession of the 
town without an hundredth pert of the in- 
jury, and with @3d of the loss ?”’. Indeed 
jt has been stated, that a proposition was 
made in the first instance to carry. the town 
by assault ; but that the proposal was de- 
clined, from a humane regard for the safe- 
ty of the innocent inhabitants, who might 
filr Viettms to an assoult. This is only 
rumor, and upon such a ground. it ts net’ 
right to draw injurious inferences ; and 
certain it is, that whether Flashing could 
or could not have been taken by assault, 
the utmost skill and gallantry were dis- 
ayed in its final reduction. 
“ The loss of ‘the French by the bom- 
bard ment, must have been immense ; but 
the time allowed between the execution of 
the instrument of capitulation, and the ac- 
tal surrender of the fortress to the Brit- 
ish troops, enabled them to remove most 
of the evidences of its extent. In one 
small hovel near the battery on the left of 
the town, above 309 of their dead repose 
together under a very superficial covering 
of sand. Any estimate of the number of 
inhabitants killed can yet but be conjec- 
tural, as the mutilated an undistinguisha- 
ble remains of many unfortunate victims 
are every hour taken out of the ruins, and 
instantly deposited in a shell for promis- 
cuous interment. But of all descriptions 
of the inhabitants, the burghers suffered 
the most. On the morning after the first 
bombardment, ninety of that class, many 
of them of considerable respectability, 
were borne to their graves; and the num- 
ber of their dead could scarcely have been 
inferior on the second day. ‘This extraor- 
dinary havoc amongst that particular class, 
arose from their having’ been compelled, 
previously to the siege, by general Mon- 
net. to form themselves into a corps of 
city militia, for the purpose of maintaining 
the police of the town, but with the real 
design of putting them into a state for ser- 
vice against any British force that might 
be employed against the forteess. Accord- 
ingly, on the first investment of the town, 
the corps of burghers had the post of hon- 
or assigned to them, on the most exposed 
parts of the fortifications. In this peril 
ous service they were compelled to remain 
duriug the whole of the two successive 
bombardments, and to this circumstance 
is owing the great loss that ensued a- 
mongst them. At one time, when they 
could no longer withstand the tremendous 
fire from the British batteries and ships, 
the corps of burghers attempted to retreat 
from the ramparts, but were met by the 
French with fixed bayonets, and, as may 
well be supposed, reluctantly forced to face 
that danger they sought to avoid. in order 
to escape the more inevitable destruction 
by the hands of their oppressors. The 
consequence was, that they suffered most 
grievously, whilst scarce a gun was dis- 
charged against the British hnes or fleet 
that was not pointed ky Dutch hands.— 
Of a corps of burgher-cannoniers, consist- 
ing of twenty-two, two only escaped, all 
toe rest having been either killed, or drcad- 
filly wounded, Yom the active part they 
took ta the defence of the town, it was 
impossible that their conduct could be pas- 
stu OvCl Without some notice. The com- 
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mandee io chief, therefore, a5 soon as the 


| British troops were in possession of the 


town, ordered the corps of burghers out 
pttore him. with their arms and accontre- 
ments ; but, vpon its being proved, that 
they had been forcibly obliged to assist in 
the defence of the town, he directed that 
they should lay down their arms, and did 
not think it necessary to notice any fur- 
ther their previous hostility 

“ Immediately upon the fal! of Ylush- 
ing, arrangements were made for the dis- 
tribution of the forces employed in the 
lines before that town. The obvious and 
alarming accumulation of the enemy’s 
troops on the opposite shore of Calsand 
rendered it necessary to leave a much 
stronger garrison in Flushing, and the oth- 
er fortresses of the island, than would oth- 
erwise have been necesssary. DBerna- 
dotte himself was said to be in that quar- 
ter at the head of 13,000 men, with the 
avowed intention of attempting the re- 
conquest of Walcheren.—-The French 
camp became visible, and was observed 
to be gradually increasing, from lush- 
ing. In sucha state of things, and as it 
was IN contemplation to secure the posses- 
sion of Middicburg, by planting above one 
hundred pieces of cannon upon its points 
of defence, it was not at once that all the 
arrangements could have been completed, 
as well for adjusting the strength and pro- 
portions of the different garrisons, as for 
expediting the march of the remainder of 
the troops from the lines to reinforce the 
main body of the army in South Beveland 
A delay of some days consequently suc 
ceeded ; and it was not till the 20th, or 
2\st, that the Tast of the troops had been 
removed from the lines. Some of the 
most distinguished battalions have been 
kftin Walcheren The 36th, 77th, colo- 
nel Cochrane’s corps of detachments, and 
three companies of artillery, from the 
chief of the garrison of Flushing, of which 
fortress general Picton is governor. The 
8ist, with the marines, garrison Camp- 
vere; the 26th*are at Arnemeyda, and 
the 7Ist and 8tst form part of the garri- 
son of Middleburg, of which general Son- 
tag is governor. Thé whole British force 
retained in the island, including artillery, 
cavalry, and other corps, the 23d and 65d, 
not already specified, is estimated at nine 
or ten thousand men; so that if, in the 
absence of the main body of the army, the 
French should make any attempt upon 
the island, they will not failto meeta 
warm reception and a brave r sistance. 
Bernadotte is represented as collecting 
some hundreds of gun-boats, from Bou- 
logne, &c. through the canals in the inte- 
rior, with a view to some offensive opera- 
tion, Whatever may be the extent of the 
enemy’s preparations or views, his ap- 
pearance in force upon the coast of Cad- 


sand has operated already as a diversion 
if favour of Antwerp, end against the ac- 


complishment of the ulterior objects of 
our expedition; and so strong is the im- 
pression that this demonstration of the en- 
emy is serious, that the imbabitants of 
Flushing are terrified at the prospect of 
another bombardment, and the British 
governor finds it necessary to adopt near- 
ly all the precautions that could be called 
for by the presence of an enemy before 
his fortress —The centinels are doubled 
every night; none of the inhabitants are 
allowed upon the ramparts; no vessel, e- 
ven British, is permitted to enter or leave 
the harbour without a passport; and the 
strictest regulations are enforced with re- 
spect to the entrance or departure of all 
persons, not connected with the army or 
the navy at the gates of the town. Gener- 
al Fraser was appointed commander in 
chief in the tsland ; buat as he returned to 
England ill, Sir Eyre Coote has gone back 
from. this place to take the command 
there; with an understanding however, 
that ifthe further objects of the expedi- 
tion are to be prosecuted, that gallant of- 
ficer is stifl to goon as second in com- 
mand with the army. 

“ Itwas not till Monday the 2{st, that 
the head-quarters 0° the commander in 
chief were removed from Middlebureh to 
this town. -]f it were not for the march 
of all the troops that could be spared trom 
Walcheren, towards this island, it wonld 
have been natural to suspect that the slow 
removal of the head-quarters was an omen 
of an abandonment of all ulterior objects, 
so far at least as the army could be em- 
ployed for their attainment. But the con- 
tinued transmission of troops and the ad- 
vance of head-quarters, left no room to 
doubt that something more would be at- 
tenipred, if not accomplished on this side, 
Before the commander 1m chtef Jett Mid- 
dieburgh, he issued the annexed procla- 
mation, Which was yesterday posted up in 
this town also. This is the only town of 
any consequence upon this island. The 
troops are consequently quartered in the 
seyeral small villages with which this 
island avounds. ‘hey may be all assem- 
bled in twenty-four hours for actual ser- 
vice; but a variety of circumstances con- 
cur in support of the impression that noth- 
ing further will be attempted. ; Lord Chat- 
ham provisionally removed his head-quar- 
ters to the position occupied by Sir John 
Hope, opposite Bergen-cp-Zoom, on W ed- 
nesday. On the same day fir Eyre Coote 
came over from Walcheren with his 
whole staff and suite, and proceeded to 
the advanced head quarters, as was sup- 
posed, for the immediate commencement 
of active operations ; but yesterday he re- 
turned to Walcherep. A council of war 
has been held—a circumstance, which 
shews either that some doubt as to the 
propriety, or some difficuity as to the 
means of a movement in advance, exists. 
The influence of the climate begins to be 
felt by both officers and privetes. The 
complaint is an endemic intermittent, 
which, though seldom fatal, is sull always 
tedious.

Be- 
sles, it is confidently asserted here, that 
Sir John Hope, and other generals, have 
sirongby protested against any movement 
in advance, under the present circumstan- 
ces, Whatever might have been therr opin- 
ion of such a pitceeding at an earlier pe- 
riod of the campaign. At all events, it ts 
notorious that a considersble difference of 
opinion prevailed upon the subject in the 
council of war. hut, if a something be 
not done without further delay, it is not 
unlikely that instead of being the attacking, 
the British army may be the assailed pre 
ty; asthe enemy have had full time to 
collect a large force, and the channel be- 
tween Bergen-op-Zaom and South Beve- 
land may be passed by fording. Of the 
operations of the navy nothing is known 
here, but from rumours which it would 
not be right to communicate, because it is 
impossible to judge what dependence is to 
be placed upon them. The measures re- 
sorted to by those in authority for obstruct-

Defindant'’s Evidence continurd. 

Juhn C. Wright—{of Troy, Printer.J— 
Witness had compared the laws and jour- 
nals of 1798, with those printed by Mr. 
Barber, and those printed by the plaintiff. 
He forma a considerable difference in the 
size of the pages—those printed by the 
plaintiff being smaller than those printed 
by Andrews and Penniman. The first 
364 pages (9! sheets} of the journals of 
the last session of the assembly, had they 
been printed of the same size as those 
printed by Andrews and Penniman, would 
have made but 344 pages [86 sheets] — 
making a difference against the state and 
in favor of the plaintiff, of 5 sheets [50 
dollars.] In the journals of the Senate 
there was the same average difference, 
making 23. sheets (25 dollars.]—Witness 
said, there was also a_ considerable differ- 
ence between the types used in printing 
the divisions—the plaintiff having used 
much larger types for that purpose, than 
were used by Andrews and Penniman.— 
[Witness shewed the two specimens to 
the jury.] On examining and comparing 
the laws, witness said he found a decrease 
in the size of the pages printed by the 
plaintiff—in the width, equal to about two 
lines, and in the length three lines—mak- 
ing a difference in the laws of last session, 
against the state, and in favor of the plain- 
tiff, of three sheets and three fourths, [37 
dollars 50 cents. ] 

On his cross-examinat'on, witness said, 
that Mr. Barber’s pages of the Jaws in 
1802, were larger than those of Andrews 
and Penniman in 1801—and that the laws 
were printed on better paper in 1809, than 
in 179. 

On being asked, whether the plaintiff 
would not lose money by increasing the 
number of shects, provided it cost him 12 
dollars per sheet to get the work done, 
when he received only 1¢ dollars from the 
state ?—witness replied, that he would lose 
money by increasing the number of sheets, 
provided-the paper anc press work alone, 
cost him more than 10 dollars, but not 
otherwise ; because the expénce of setting 
the types was the same, whether confined 


to a less, or spread over a greater number 


of sieets. If, therefore, the paper and { os they are managers.” 





would gain by increasins the number of 
sheets — Witness did not think the platn- 
tif’ enuld make money by _ printing the 
laws as they were printed in 1799; but, 
tuking the laws and journa's together, he 
thought it would be good business ab 10 
dollars per sheet. Witness woald wil- 
lingly print on such terms. 


Gardner Tracy—({of Lansingburgh, 
Printer.]— Witness had compared the liws 
and journals with the last witness, and 
concurred with him in his testimony. 

Solomon Allen jun. (called again) —The 
plaintiff, while a manager of the lotteries, 
had sold tickets to the defendant on a cred- 
ite Witness tronsacted the business ; and 
took an endorscd note forthe original price 
of the tickets, and a separate note for the 
advance and the interest, in his own name. 
The plaintiff took only the endorsed note, 
and gave the other to the witness. Wit 
ness had not bought the tickets, but sold 
them for the plaintiff, as agent, before the 
drawing,and before the time limited for sel- 
ling tickets at a fixed price had expired.” 


On his cross-examination, witness said, 
it cost the plaintiff nearly 12 dolia s per 
sheet, including paper, for the printing 
done for the last session, by which he suf- 
Had 
the plaintiff printed as Mr. Andrews did 
in 1800, it would have cost him 5 dollars 
less tlgin it now had. Witness had com- 
pared the journals printed by Mr. An- 
drews (not by Andrews and Penniman] in 
1800, with those of the Jast session, print- 
ed by the plaintiff, and found that the di!- 
ference in favor of the plaintiff was only 
one sheet and an half.

The paper and 
printing of each sheet of the journals, cost 
the plaintiff 6 dollars and 75 cents, leaving 
a profit of 3 dollars 25 cents over the ac- 
tusl expences. But according to the rule 
by which the defendant made his charges 
when witness worked in his office, each 
sheet would amount to about 10 dollars 
25 cents—-Witness said, that he paid 
Messrs. Websters and Skinner, 20 dollars 
for printing one jod, and 17 dollars and 
50 cents for another, for which he char- 
ved the state only 10 dollars each.—If the 
plaintiff had printed the laws at the same 
price that they were printed by Andrews 
«nd Pennaiman. he wanld ere tvote ¢& do) 
lars 75 cents per shect, as it actually cost 
him 12 dollars.—Witness said, the bills 
were made ont for state work, according 
to the law of 1804, and not according to 
the contract. In the extra-printing, ne- 
thing, however small, was charged as less 
than halfa sheet. Witness said, that the 
State-printing, including extra-printing, 
public advertising, tux-lists, &c. was good 
and profitable business. 


John C. Wright—(called again.}—Wit- 
ness and Mr. Tracy had made their esti- 
mate as accurately as they could. In the 
latter part of the journals of the last ses- 
sion, the pages were about as long as in 
the journals printed by Andrews and Pen- 
niman—these were not included in the 
364 pages mentioned by witness when un- 
der examination before. 


Here the defendant’s counsel offered to 
read from the plainti papers the arti- 
cles to which the publications of the 
defendant, read in evidence by the plain- 
tiff’s counsel, were answers.—This was 
objected to by plainuff’s counsel, and o- 
ver-ruled by the court. 

The defendant's counsel then oTered a 
file of the Albany Register, to prove that 
the plaintiff was a common hbeller —O- 
ver-ruled by the court. 


Plaintif’s Evidence continued. 

Isaac Kiggs—[ Printer ]— Witness said, 
it was a rule, for journeymen, in compo- 
sition [setting types] for book-work, to 
charge all broken pages the same as if 
they were full, and all the blank pages, on 
the back of the title, &c. This was called 
“* fat work."—Witness workgd at extra- 
printing for the plaintiff. Always charg- 
e¢ 50 cents for a page, whether full or 
not. Never knewof less than halfia sheet 
in charging work done for the legislature. 
The first session that the state-printing 
was cone in the Register-office, a volume 
ofthe journals printed by Andrews and 
Penniman was given to the workman as 
a standard.

Ou his cross-examination, witness s iid, 
that he signed a certificate, which was ex- 
hibited in court, stating that ten dollars 
per sheet for printing the journals and 
laws was twenty-five per cent. less than 
the customary charge of printing for indi- 
viduals ; and that his opinion was the same 
now. 


Witness said, that, by increasing the 
number of sheets for the same matter, the 


plaintiff would gajn all over the cost of pa- 


per and press-work. 

Archibald M'Intyre. —[Comptroller, bee 
ing in court, rose and observed,]—There 
was one circumstance which he omitted 
to mention when under examination the 
day before. and which he considered it his 
duty now to state. In 1808, the plaintiff 
printed 10,000 blank mortgages, by order 
of the witness, for the state, for which he 
charged 271 dollars, and received his pay. 
Witness supposed it was all right, until 
last winter, when the plaintiff printed 
5000 more of the same kind of blanks, 
for which Mr. Allen, his foreman, pre- 
sented a billof only seventy-one dollars. 
Witness asked Mr. Allen what was the 
cause of this great disproportion. Mre 
Allen did not explain it to the satista-tion 
of the witness ; but said he had made out. 
the dest bill according tothe rule by which 
the other state-work was done. Witness 
called on the plaintiff for an explanation ; 
and the plaintiff told him, that both bills 
might be right—at any rate, the /irst was 
low enough. Not being satisfied, witness 
called on another printer, Mr. Packard, to 
know what he would charge for the same 
work. Mr. Packard made an estimate, 
which varied only one or two dollars from 
the last bill’ Witness said, he was morti- 
fied and vexed at this apparent imposition ; 
and insisted on the difference being refun- 
ded. The plaintiff said he would refund, 
out cf delicacy to the witness as a public 
officer, but not because he thought the 
first charge was tuo high—and the plain- 
tiff did refund [we think the witness said 
125 dollars.) 

Sulomon Alien, jun.—{ called by the plain- 
tiff.]— Witness made out the first bill for 
the blank mortgages, by the dircctions of 
the plaintiff, charging them by the hun- 
dred, as job-work. The last bill he made 
out according to the price of other state- 
work. Witness said, when he worked 
for the defendant, he believed he charged 
10 dollars per single hundred for printing 
blank mortgages on a full sheet of very 
fine paper—-much superior to that on 
which the state-blanks were done, which 
filled but half a sheet. 


Charles R. Webster—-{called by the 
plaintiff.J—Price of blank mortgages on 
a whole sheet, by the dozen, was 8 cents 
each. Those done for the comptroller 
might be worth 4 cents.—From 6 to [0 
dollars would be a fair price for a single 
hundred of full-esheet blanks; but for all 
over that number, the usual charge of 
press-work and paper would be a sufficient 
price.

Ney’s division near Bands; byt after 6 
hours contest, he was obliged to retire into 
the mountains. We are glad to hear, 
however, of a corps of Portuguese fight- 
ing for nine hours, and if the fact be true, 
it would shew that their former irresolu- 
tion was not so much the fault of the sol- 
dier as of the commander. Gen. Beres- 
ford's army was on the twenty-first of last 
month, at Castel Brano, within the con- 
fines of Portugal. 

It is gratifying to learn that Cucsta has 

been dismissed from the chief command, 
Which is said to have been conterred on 
the gallant and persevering Blake. This 
Measure has been adopted, we fear, too 
late to produce any material’ advantages. 
Lord Wellington is stated to have expres- 
ted his conviction, that no reasonable hopes 
of success can be entertained from the co- 
operation of the Spanish levies, who are 
ilil-supplied, wretchedly disciplined, and 
destitute of able officers. He also com- 
plains of the negligence of the Junta in 
preparing and sending necessary suppiles 
and provisions to the British army. The 
total force of the French im Spain is as- 
fertained to be little short of 100,000 men. 
We shall not be surprized to learn tue de- 
termination of his majesty’s munisters to 
Withdraw the whole of our :rmy from 
Spain and Portugal. The last dispstches 
irom Marquis Wellesky do not, we un- 
derstand, hesitate to recommenc the evac- 
tation of both countries. ‘The Supreme 
Junta is a deliberative body, and a delib- 
trative body only. Jt was known at Lis- 
bon on the 22d, that Major Gen. Light- 
burne and Brigadicr Gen. Craulurd, who 
advanced with their corps in the cirecuion 
of Cindad Rodroge were on their march 
back to Lisbon.

—* The length of the nevociations be- 
tween Austria and France has supprised 
those who from the termsof the armistice 
inferred that Austria was prepared to ac- 
cede to such terms as France might de- 
matd— But the delay is said to have been 
occasioned by Kussia, who has spirited 
up Austria to refuse Bonaparte’s condi- 
tions; and who fecls herself tohave been 
treated by him with considerable slight, 
and indeed insolence. In the first place, 


“as the Russians atvancing into Gallacia 


were to press Austria on that side, the 
Emperor Alexander felt it insulting to 
him, that the Austrian arms should be or- 
dered to be taken down andthe French 
put up without any previous consultation, 
‘or communication withhim. Inthe next 
place, the Emperor was affronted at Bo- 
naparte’s stipulating of his own accord for 
the Russian army, it should cease opera- 
tions at a certain time, and that it should 
evacuate Cracow. He requested some 
explanetion with respect to Bonaparte’s 
intentions relative to Austria Poland, which 
Bonaparte is said to have declined giving 
him, alledving that the fate of that coun- 
try would be decided by the peace be- 
tween him and Austria. Bonaparte had 
began the negociations without paying 
any attention to Russia. The latter, there- 
fore, desired to take part in them, and to 
send a minister—Bonaparte alledged that 
the contest was solely between Austria and 
himself. Russia urged that as her aid had 
been demanded to carry on the war, she 
had a fair claira to be made a party in the 
negociations that were to lead to peace. 
It was at last consented thata Russian 
Minister should be admitted. On this 
account the conferences did not really be- 
gin till the 27h of last month, though Bo- 
naparte had previously been doing every 
thing in his power, alternately using me- 
naces, and making promises to induce the 
i mperor Francis ‘o subscribe to hisverms.” 
September It. 

Saturday’s Gozette contains dispatches 
from Lord Wellington and Sir Robert 
Wilson. By the former we see that the 
position of our troops in Spain is better 
than perhaps we couid have expected in 
the midst of the unforeseen perils in Which 
the precipitate retreat of Cuesta had ple- 
ced them. We are confirmed too by his 
Lordship’s dispatches, in our opinion that 
he has displayed more military talents in 
his retreat, in the choice of the monet 
in which he effected it and of the point 
where it could be effected with most safe- 
ty, that when at Talavera feebly seconded 
by Cuesta he shewed the French what the 
course of our soldiers can atchive when 
led on by a skilful Genera). It was not 
on account of the superiority of the ene- 
my’s force that his Lordship was obliged 
to retire ; from the position he has taken 
he may be joined either by Gen. Beres- 
ford’s army, or if it be still thougnt prop- 
er to carry on operations in Spain, he may 
ynite with the Spanish armies, when they 
shall be under leaders who shall not by 
their want of skill, compromise the safety 
of our troops, or destroy the effect of ou: 
successes. 

It is reported that the Junta will give 
place to a regency, from which more viy- 
wur may be expected than from a body 
influenced by such opposite principles 
The Archbishop of Toledo is spoken of 
as the person intended to fill that high 
and difficult post. Let us hope that this 
Povelate way distioyuish himself as much 
as one of his predecessors in the Arch- 
bishonric did about three centuries ago, 
Cardinal Armenes. He governed the 
kingdom under « Ferdinand, and so well 
and wisely did he govern it, that Ferdi- 
nand on nis death bed #pponted him re- 
gent during the minority of Charles the 
Fifth —May the present Archbishop of 
Toledo evince equal patriotism and cour 
age, and prove himsell equally able to di 
rect the affairs of his country. 

Portuguese papers and letters arrived 
this morning to the 30th ult. Tue tol- 
lowing is an extract of a private letter:— 

. Lasspox, August 20. 

“ The whole of our army,.hes ieft 
Spain. Sir Arthur Wellesley has iis 
head quarters at Elves, from wh h pl. ce 
he will march to Abrantes. General be- 
restord is at Castel Branco. They are 
said to have been obliged to retive for 
want of provisions. ‘Ihe French have re- 
tired towards Madrid. 

The Earl of Chatham is not vet arrived, 
and it is reported that be is exiremely in- 
disposed at Middleburgh. 

A Gottenburgh mal arrived last night 
with an account of 2 severely contested 
battle fought by the Swedes and Russins, 
near Umea in West Bothnia. op the 19th 
uit. in which the former was delcatcd ; 
but the oppesition which the Russiwus 
experienced Was So gical, that, tnste wd o} 
attempting tc advance, they retrestec from 
that positian, ¥ hich was occupied on the 
24th by the Swedes. A private letter, re- 
ceived at Gottenburgh on the 24th inst 
states, that peace had been actvally signed 
between Sweden aed Russa, by which 
Russia was to retsin binlend, and the isk 
of Alanc, and the demane of shutting the 
Swedish ports egaunsta fglaod Wos sban-

Ten sal of transports have arrived at 
Deal from Waleheren. having on board a- 
bout 500 sick soldiers, belonging to differ- 
ent regiments 

By acutter lately arrived from Roch- 
fort, we learn that two of the enemy’s fri- 
gates had come out of the harbour, and 
were lying under the Iste of Aix. A neu- 
tral vesse! came out, while the cutter re- 
mained off the port and mformed her that 
there were eight soil of the line afloat in 
the harbour, also that if this statement be 
correct, 3 new ships have been added to 
the Swhich effected their escape from 
Basque Roads. 





New-York, November 1. 
Latest Foreign Intelligence. 

This morning arrived the United State« 
sloop of War Wasp, captain Lawrence, in 
32 days from L’Orient. which she left the 
28th of September. It was reported that 
all prospect of a peace between France and 
Austria had vanished, and that Russia was 
about to join the latter in the war. We 
cannot learn that there is any alteration in 
our relations with France, nor the least re- 
laxation of her Decrees. Mr. Armstrong 
either through fear. or because he thought 
it useless, had not made any new propo- 
sitions to the French government, in con- 
sequence of his new instructions sent out 
to him in the government dispatch ship, 
the Wasp. 

We have seen the copy of a lettertoa 
respectable mercantile house which states 
in the postscript as being information just 
then received at L’Ortent, that Bonaparte 
ut that time, (rept. 26) was confined at 
Vienna by extreme illness, that he was 
deranged i his intellects, being attacked 
with a violent inflamination of the brain, 
His physictans had ordered his head to be 
shaved, and were making constant appli- 
cation of ice to the crown and temples.— 
This information it would seem might be 
relied on, for it had been communicated 
by the Atd-de-Camp of Bonaparte, (who 
was one of the attendants on his person) 
to his brother at L’Orient. 


A letter from Paris says, Mr. Arm- 
strong gives it as his setUed opinion that 
the Uisted States will be compelled tc 
take part cither for or against France in 
the war with England.” Mr. A. said he 
should certainly return in the spring. 


Postscript. 
Still Later. 

Just as our paper was ready for press, 
our boat came up trom the Look with 
London popers to the 26th of Sept. brovgiit 
by the fast sailing ship Commodore Kod- 
gers, in 22 days from Liverpool. The 
most important of their contents we give 
this even:ng. From an intelligent gentic- 
man, passenger, we learn, that the Duke 
of Portiand, Mr. Canning and Lord Cas 
tlereagh, have resigned. Overtures have 
been made to Lords Grenville and Gray, 
for the formation of a mixed mmistry, 
which it 1s saul they have deci:med, 

Mr. Percival is first Lord of the Trea- 
sury and Chancellor of the Exchequer.— 
The administration ts not yet settled. A- 
merican affairs are entirely lost in the mass 
of important matter now before the brit- 
ish public. No certain news of peace be- 
tween Frence and Sustria—reports say 
the armistice had been prolonged to the 
ist or 5th of October. 

A duel was fought on the 16th of Sept. 
between Lord Castlereagh and Mr. Can- 
ming.

Rensselaer Bridge. 


HE subscriber, with others, in the spring of 

1808, obtained the grant for a toll-bridge a- 
<russ Me Kinderhook creck, half a ete eist of 
Loudon Doaney’s inn, in the town of Nassau, 
Rensselaer county. The object of this bridge 
was to shorten the distance between Lebanon 
Springs and Albany, on the Rensselaer and Co- 
lumbia turnpike. The subscriber is happy to 
have it in his power to announce tothe public 
that the said bridge is now completed, and that 
a free road has been laid out and worked in the 
best manner from the house of the abovemen- 
tioned Doaney, to intersect the Rensselaer and 
Columbia turnpike about one mile east of Scher- 
merhorn’s tavern.
